From Chambers' JonrnaL '' ~" 


Some five year* agp I TTM * subaltern in 


a marching regiment, and was quartered 
a a-large garrison-town in England, My 
duties consisted of the Usual round of morn- 
ug .and afternoon parades, visiting tha 
men's dinners and* teas, and other regular: 
work. Ia addition to this, we had' occ»- 
uocullj to mount guard, »nd to pats twen- 
ty-four houm in a' aort of "half-irripriion- 
ment.

It is one of the regulation! of tlie service 


that when, officers or men are oik guard th«T 
ihould always be in a state of reatUneiii to 
"fall in" on parade at 'a moment's notice. 
It" you feel very sleepy, and desire rert,you 
mujit take it while you are biiltoned up to 
the throat aud strapped down at the keels" 
a lounge in on arm-chair, or probably a lit- 
tle horizontal repose upon 'a sofa, are tha 
extent of rest which an officer on gm*rd is 
supposed to indulge in.

Among my brother-subaltern* ia garri- 


son, it was oar usual practice to infringe 
upon this strict letter of the law, and when 
the principal put of our duty bad been 
accomplished, we used to indulge our/Mires 
by divesting our limbs of their armor, and 
cocking refreshment between the sheets oj 


little camp-bed that was plated in the 


inner guard-room.

It wan part of the duties »f an officer on 


guard to visit all the sentries'during1 the 
night, the time for netting them being 
usually an hour or soMfter the fiejd-offioers 
had vmted the guard; the field-officer bo- 
mg a colonel or major who'was' on duty 
for the day, and who came once by day 
and once by night to visit the guards, and 
to see that all was as it should be. There 
was no exact limit to the number of times 
that' this field-officer might visit, the 
gusrcJc, but it was th« u»Ual. thing, and 
had become almost R custom, .for him to 
come once by day and once by night, go 
that after the last visit the subaltern usu- 
ally waited an hour or so, walked round 
the limits of his post, visited all his sen- 
tries, and then turned into bed.

teams; I saw a man get out of tho third

Samuel Falmer sworn—I lire in Hyde-

We wjjl not undertake to give an out- 


ine of the addresses to the jury of Messrs. 
F. B. Guthrio or A. B. Richmond, but pre- 
sent tho legal positions and theories of the 
respective sides, which will be found to 
embody the principles which controlled 
tho case. 
THE THEORY OP THE COMMOXWEALTH. 


The theory of tho case on the part of 


tho Commonwealth, and upon which they, 
asked for a conviction, was— 


1. That thera had been an affray on the 


s»m<,jMy between Rowland Kightlinger 
and Oeorgo-Turne, r.inr to the kmillg. 
an.l that Turner cherished mtriu.. tu 
Rowland by reason of it, and that Turn 
er and Brown were "lying in wait" for 
the Kightlingers at tho intersection of the 
Powera Mill.and Centreville road when 
the latter drove up. 


2. Thit although Rowland Kiyhtlinger 


was the assailant at tho time of tho fatal 
affray, tho gun was discharged by' Turner 
at Kightlinger with intent to kill. 


3. That there was no sucli "retreating 


to tho-vall" or "imminent danger of bodily 
harm" t tho person of Turner as would 
justi'.- aim in taking life in eelt'-defense. 


THE TUEOJIY OP TUE DEFENSE. 


The theory of the defense was that Row- 


land Kightlinger was and had been ma- 
king violent and unprovoked attacks upon 
George Turner, subjecting him to gross 
insults and indignities accompanied by 
threats of greivious bodily harm. 


2. That Turner did not "lie in wait'' 


for deceased, but sought every opportunity 
to avoid Kightlinger, and wus TO doing 
on the night of the fatal affray. 


3. That John nnd Eon-land Keight- 


linger wore "lying in wait " at the inter- 
section of the Powers Mill and Center- 
villo roads when Turner and Brown re- 
turned with Brown's team on their way 
home ; and tbat both Kightlingers made 
a violent assault on both Brown and 
Turner, using threats of taking Turner's 
life, etc, and that in the clinch and scuf- 
fle that ensued both parties contending for 
the gun, it was accidentally discharged, 
tbe contents lodging in 
Kightlinger's 


body, thus making the killing purely acci- 
dental. 


4. That had Turner intentionally thot 


.Kightlirjger, 
under the circumstances 


considering- the violence of the attack up- 
on him, and tho throats made by the 
Kightliuger?, to do him grievous boddy 
harm, and to shoot him. icilh a retainer, it 
would have been justifiable homicide. 
That tho law was so held in the celebrated 
Selfridg* case. 
(Wharton's Am. Law 


Homicide, 417; and m '.he ease of Logue 
v?. The Commonwealth, 2 Wright, 2C5. 


Tho court in their charge to the jury, 


substantially held the law to be as con- 
tended for by the defense. 


After the charge by Judge Lowrie, tbo 


jury retired to mako up their verdict; and 
ftfter an absence of some ten minutes, re- 
turned with a verdict of " not guilty." 


Francis Brown's case was submitted to 


the same jury, who returned a verdiot of 
"not guilty" without leaving the jury 
box.
